As for finances, the report suggested getting an advertising 
manager for the paper, It was pointed out that selling papers 
will remain the most important way for the Maverick to support 
4tself--not selling ads.

It was pointed out that to develop a plan for building the United 
Front in San Jose, we need to scientifically sum up our work and 
_ analyze conditions much more thoroughly than we have so far, The 
Local Exec will be attempting to do this in the weeks to come, begine 
ning with a discussion in two weeks, based on the paper "Becoming 
A National*Organization,." Before then, collectives should discuss 
the taper, concentrating on ways to implement that paper’s recom- 
mencations. Based on these discussions and the summing up of our 
work in San Jose se far, the Local Exec will try to come up with a 
set of pricrities for the coming months.

prison, it was observed that many women had come from all over the Bay Area 
for this Demo, about 50 to 60, Some leaflets were brought in, and the 
women began to distribute them and talk to the visitors in waiting cars, 
that had come to visit relatives and such, At 11:30 A.M, they let the. 
people into the parking lot, After most of the visitors had gotten into . 
the parking lot, these women assembled and marched singing over to where 
the womens prison was located, they were confronted by prison guards and 
a tactical squad, Marlene Charyn went off to the side of the croud and 
began taking pictures of the women and the advancing Tactical Squad, one 
of these officers went after her, and apprended her, at which time some of 
the women in the croud began to try to pull her away from the officer, and.

Next, there was a discussion on Military Strategy and just what the R,U.'s line might be, 
put Darrell Grover said that he didn't think that this was a job for the proficiency 
group to discuss, that they had their hands full just teaching people about weapons, 
There was disagreement with him on this point, but generally agreed to let it drop for 
now. 

Next, the trigger housing of an M1 Carbine was broken down by Larry Snieder, All persons 
in the meeting were to practice on their own and learn to do this, and also to reassemble 
it, and will have to do this in the next meeting. There were comments on how to make a 
cheap machine gun out of the Mi. Darrell said that you could file down the Seer and then 
as long as you held the trigger back it would keep firing till the clip was empty. Mike 
LNU. said that you could file down the 1st catch that catches the Sear when it goes through

righthand man. The split group is talking in terms of setting 
up small groups of three to four people for militant action, 
particularly the San Jose people. Incidentally, this may be 
by necessity and not choice since most of the San Jose people 
who have split could probably not stand being with each other 
for any period of time. 


JULIE ROEMER mentioned that she has made contact 
with an Indian girl, GEORGELINE, a Morman who works at the 
same place as JULIE and who she described as quite militant 
and intrigued with having met a revolutionary group, however 
JULIE is somewhat frustrated in her relationship with this 
Indian girl since she can't get through to her that 
atheism and revolution go together and the girl remains a 
staunch Morman. —_ 


BOB AVAKIAN and MARY LOU GREENBERG are back from 
their tripto the East and have reported that none of the 
Eastern Collectives have split from the RU. No specific 
mention was made of the identities of collectives which they 
visited. 


All tolSed with the RU, things still are pretty 
much in a state of flux and things will probably be disorganized 
for several weeks yet. ft is presumed that the next big 
event will be a Central Committee meeting and that at least 
some of the people who have split will attempt to attend this 
meeting, ANGIE KALVALAGE mentioned that the Palo Alto people 
are collecting for a Central Committee meeting before the 
main one called by the RU, however, the warning has gone out 
that this is a bootleg Central Committee meeting and that 
people should not attend. 


What action will be taken by the FRANKLIN group 
is questionable. It is believed that FRANKLIN will find 
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himself in the position where he has to take some kind of 
militant action soon in order to hold the people together 
and justify his split. The Palo Alto people are very 
pro-Black Panther Party (BPP).. Even though FRANKLIN's 
theory of the blacks being oppressed colonies within the 
imperialist mother country is no longer the line being 
taken by the BPP, the latter has voiced its position on 
nationalism and no longer sees the blacks as colonists but 
' yather as separate communities within the country. 
ANGIE KALVALAGE mentioned that the Palo Alto RU statement 
appearing in the "Free You" was a very weak and wishy-washy 
document, 


Furnished are copies of two papers passed out at 
the collective meeting, one the Local Exec Notes of 
December 15, 1970, which were apparently written by BARRY 
GREENBERG and are almost eé¢ii/Sea MAOIST documents in style 
and content. The other is a "Report From the Political 
Committee to All Cadre; Unite to Carry Thru the Ideological 
Struggle in the RU", and which is self-explanatory. 


The mid-peninsula paper referred to in this document 
was not widely circulated in the San Jose area and the only 
existent copy is so dog-earred that it cannot be duplicated.
